Congress 
Is also haggling over tills question as 
it did over the bonus; and President 
Harding has not the ability to offer 
any light on tho general suhject.

for a public meetin^lt It is not stopped 
outright, measures are taken to pre- 
vent his attendance and • to keep, the 
people from hearing him. 


It is hoped that the councils of peaco 


will prevail and that tho people may 
be allowed to settle the Isauo without 
Interference at the polls. They assume 
a very grave responsibility who would 
do anything to -plungo Ireland into 
civil strife and once more dash tho 
cup of freedom from her lips. 


There is one complaint in which the 


republicans seem to be justified and 
that Is that It had been planned to 
use the voting list of 1918, Instead of 
framing a now one.

bo at all accurate or reliable. The old 
list would bar many of the young men 
who were engaged in tho fighting dur- 
ing tho two years prior to the truce.

Premier Lloyd George, together^ 
with Premier Faeta and Foreign Minis- 
ter Schnnzer of Italy Intervened, how- 
ever, and their conciliatory attitude 
flrmlly resulted in the admittance of 
both tho Russians and tho Germans. 


The opposition to the presence of th» 


deelgates from the two countries was 
nn outgrowth.of the Franco-Russian 
Incident s.t tha 'opening session of th» 
conference. M. Biirthou for France, 
but more especially M. Theunys for 
Belgium, placed themselves in opposi- 
tion to the Herman and Russian repre- 
sentatives being admitted to tho prin- 
cipal committee. Avhlle the representa- 
tives or tho'smaller countries 
which 


fouRbt wlt,h the allies were excluded. 


Premiers Facto, ami Ijloyd George and 


Signor Scluinzer maintained It would 
ho impossible not to permit the Rus- 
sians and the Germans to be represent- 
ed on the' committee which was to deal 
chiefly w(th tho problems affecting Ger- 
many and Russia. 
They argued that 


the exclusion of these delegates would 
stultify the objects of the committee, 
because all were in agreement that 
tm> co-operation of Russia and Ger- 
many was Indispensable to the recon- 
struction of Europe. 


Premier Theunys In his argument 


declared the Germahs wero unworthy 
of taking part in tn'o work of a com- 
mittee of such Importance in associa- 
tion with the representatives of honor- 
able countries. 


Tho discussion became so heated th»t 


Mr. Lloyd'George declared emphatical- 
ly that if such an tntransigeant spirit 
was. going .to prevail, U might be ai 
well immediately to break up tho con- 
ference, the principal object of which 
was to readmit Russia and Germany to 
tho European family.
